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HOW THE WOUNDED! ARE RECEIY 
ED INTO A RED CROSS 
HOSPITAL 


— 


The following account of gue of the 
details of the daily routine of a Red 
Cross hos;lital will show the mili- 
tary precision with which these hos- 
pitals are conducted. 

The hospital is warned beforehand 
when a train load of wounded is 
expected. Just before the trgin ar- 
Tives the Red Cross buyglers sound 
the fal) in in the central square of 
the hospital. The orderlies required 
are paraded by the Sergeant Major 
and proceed to the station platform. 

The registrar enters the train and 
disti.butes tickets marked ‘‘Surgical’ 
or ‘‘Medical’’ as the case may be to 
the patients svho are assigned to 
this parilcular hospital, As soon as 
this is done and the ‘‘Nominal roll’ 
taken during which time a muz_ of 
beef tea is distributed to each pat- 
ient, the orderlies bring stretchers 
and wheel chairs for the conveyance 
of the wounded to the Red Cross 
hospital. 

At the entrance gate the Comman- 
ee VT the senior surgeon, and the 
senior Physician are stationed, to 
decide in which ward each is to be 
placed. A hospital Lit is asetgned 
to each patient, gs he arrives, con- 
sisting of a blue hospital shirt, vest 
day and night shirts, socks, hand- 
kerchief, towel and slippers. To Cts- 
tinguish the blue suit from that 
worn in the mnilitary hospitals the 
one worn by the Red Cross patient 
has a red band ground the sleeves, 
and the trousers have a blue instead 
of a white lining. 

The dress worn by the patient on 
entering the hospital is then taken 
by the orderlies to the foul linen! 
room. From there it is taken to 
the ditnfector. After disinfection, 
an inventory is made of "t, and it is 
held in the pack etore until the 
patient leaves the hos;'tl. 

Probably there never was a public 
fund admittstered with greater pre- 
cision and discipline than the Red 
Cross Fund. The public can te well 
assured that every dollar they con- 
tribute ‘is carefully expended. The 
great need cof the Red Cross com- 
bined with this assurance of careful 
administration should stimulate pub- 
lic generosity to even still greater 
efforts.

Correspandents state tagt in the 


as pM eeitine prouinc2s the Weather dur- | 


ing June was cold and wet; growth | 


therefore was rather beckward. The 
hay prospects were however excell- 
ent. In Quebec the grgin crops were 


good, but the weather has been dry 
and cold. In Ontato all crops es- 
pecially fall wheat looked well, but 
the hay crop owas slight. In the 


Northwest provinces the condition of | 


the grain crops cantinued to be gen- 
j erally favorable. Frosts, however a- 
| bout the middle of July caused a4 
; temporary set-back. In northern Al 
berta, there has been too much rain, 
but in southern Alberta the promise 
‘was for good grin crops. Condit- 
ions in British: Columbia wer ‘gen- 
erally fauorable. 

Expressed numerically the condit- 
ion of the pitncipal grain crops con- 
tues to be excellent. To wheat, rye 
barley and vats are all assigned 
points exceeding 90 p,c. of standard 
a 100, as representing a full crop. 
| Assuming that conditions up to the 
time of harvest be fairly normal the 
inctcations at the end of June are 
for yields per acre in excess of the 
average of the six years 1908 to 
1914 by 16.6 per cent for fall wheat, 
5.5 p.c. for spring wheat, 8.3 per 
cent for all wheat, 7.5 per cent ror 
rye, 3.7 per cent for barley and 3.6 
per cent for oats. Not since the 
present Canadian crop reporitng sys- 
tem was instituted in 1908 have the 
stain crops at the end of June pres- 
ented so favorable an appearance, 
and this fact, coupled with the large 
fncreases in the areas sown causes 
the outlook to be highly promis:ng. 

Tt_ is estimated thgt the number of 
farm live stock in Canada at June

TORPEDO MISSED 
SHIP'S STERN BY 
ONLY TEN YARDS 


——s 


New York, July 17—The British 
passenger liner Orduna, with 237 pas- 
,5engers aboard, 21 of whom are Am- 
ericans, was attacked without warn- 
ing by a German submarine at six 
_o’clock on the morring of July 9th, 
sixteen hours out of Liverpool, on 
her way to New York. Announce- 
ment of the attack was mgde by the 
ship’s captain, Thomas McComb Tay 
lor, and PgsSengers, when the Ordu- 
na reached bere today. A torpedo 
was fired at the steamer gnd missed 
it by ten yards. Twenty minutes lq- 
_ter a subiarine rose to the surface 
possibly a different submarine from 
the one that launched the torpedo, 
‘and for half an hour thcre@ter pur- 
sued the steamer, firin; shells, which 
whistled over the decks above the 
heads of the passeng<rs standing 
there with their lifebelts on 

Ten minutes before the attack a 
sailing ship with two American flags 
petinted on her side’ was seen abead. 
Captain Taylor became suspicious of 
this craft and began manoeuvring his 
ship, then came the attack, the first 
warning being the streak of a tor- 
pedo which whirled through the wa- 
ter and n'ssied the.Orduna's stern 
by ten yards or thereahbouts., 

Stewards ran below. and. aroused 
the pass2ngers. With. clothes hurried 
ly fastened haphazard, they made for 
the upper deck. There they assembl- 
ed near the bridge. Life belts were 
adjusted and life boats swung out. 
The crew stood ready to launch the 
boats. From a submarine of the 
starboard quarter there came a shell 
which kicked up. a miniature geyser 


| 


in the Orduna's wake. ‘The suab- 
MaTine had the range. 
Captain Taylor turned the stern 


of the ship toward the assailant and 
ordered full speed ahead. Within’ two 
to five minutes another shell, tt"s 
time passing over the heads of the 
assembled passengers, was fired. As 
it overshot the mark its landing 
place was marked by a rising column 
of water, A third shel] passed over- 
head and so close that t seemed to 
cliu a ‘feboat. 

Captain Taylor ordered the parsen- 
gers to go to’ a lower deck.’ They o- 
beyed ‘and the lifeboats were ‘adjust- 
ed lower still 'so that the passengers 
might, step into them without delay. 
The shelling continued, shots falling 
about the steamer at intervals from 
two to five minutes. 

For about half gn hour the submar 
ine pursued the lincr with the span 
of water between them lengthening 
each minute. Seven were fired “n all 
Four of them parsed over the decks, 
the other three falling clos: to the 
ship. Then the submarine, distaticed 
cave up the chase.
